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The Special Correspondent of the Constitution goes after the Missing Votes. 


POTTER'S PROPOSITIONS. 


HOW A PROMINENT DEMOCRAT 
VIEWS THE SITUATION. 

The Hou:‘e of Representatives may 
Elect the Next President—Prece- 
dents fer Couuting the Vote. 

The New York Herald of Thursday 
contains a long and singularly interest- 
ing letter from Hon. Clarkson N. Pot- 
ter, a prominent democrat of New York 
state,a near neighbor and intimate 
personal friend of wov. Tilden. He is 
an able lawyer and distinguished 
statesman—just such a man as Gov. 
Tilden would ve likely to select as an 
exponent of his views ot the purposes 
of the democratic partv and of the exi- 
gencies that may attend the count of 
the electoral votes in February. 


The letter begins with a concise re- 
cital of Louisiana election frauds dur- 
ing the last four years. After which 
Mr. Potter assumes that tne democratic 
party in that state has been cheated at 
the last election,and on that assump- 
tion he discusses the proper and pro- 
v»sed models of redress. Preliminarily 
he maintains that the president of the 
senate has no authority to couat the 
votes and declare the result independ- 
ently of the consent of both houses, but 
that be subject to the direction of con- 
, be as to how he shall discharge his 
uties at the opening of the electoral 
certific tes. He then gives a concise 
budget of precedents on ali occasions in 
our history when any difliculty has 
arisen in the count of the electoral 
votes, and says that “never since the 
government was established has any 
vice president assumed to count an 
electoral vote except as the two houses 
permitted, nor failed to withhold or 
prevent returns, or to reject or an- 
nounce votes as the house directed.” 
THE ESTABLISHED PRECEDENT. 
As at the time of the first election 
there was no vice president, and a per- 
son had necessarily to be appointed to 
count the votes, that occasion may be 
a precedent. But in 1793. the houses 
raised ajoint committee to ascertain and 
report “the mode of examining the 
votes,” and,in accordance with their 
report, nawed tel.ers, one for the sen- 
ate and one for the house, and when 
the houses were assembied the vice- 
president broke the seals of the returns, 
handed them to the tellers, who, havy- 
ing examived and ascertained the votes, 
prepared and presented alist to the 
vice-president showing the state of tue 
vote, which list was read to the houses, 
whereupon the vice-president declared 
the result accordingly. 
And this may be said to have been 
substantially the method eyer since 
pursued. On some‘nccasionsjthe records 
are fuller and more significant tban 
others. For insta:.ce, in 1796 the vice- 
president, John Adums, said: “By the 
report which has been made to me by 
the tellers appointed by the two nouses 
to examine the votes, there are seven- 
ty-one votes for John Adams,” &c., 
siating the result, and then he proceed- 
ed, “In obedience to the constitution 
aad law of the United States and to the 
command;:of both houses of. congress 
expressed in their rerolutions passe 
in the present session, I declare John 
Adams elected,” &e. 
In 1817, when in the case of Indiana, 
the objection was made to receiving a 
vote, the vice-president madeno at- 
tempt to decide the question, but the 
house at once withdrew to consider it. 
in 1821 the houses directed how the 
votes of Missouri should be announced, 
— they were announced according- 
y: 
In 1857, on a suggestion that the 
whole of the certificates need not be 
read, the vice-president said that, un- 
der the rule of the house appointing 
tellers he considered that the counting 
of the vote devolved upon the tellers, 
and the decision of what should be read 
rested with them. a, 


In 1865 the vice-president refused to 
open the returns he had received from 
Louisiana and Tennessee, because so 
directed by the houses. 

In 1869 he refused to consider objec- 
tions to the votes of Louisiana and 
ts because so directed by the 
10use8. 


In 1872 he opened the returns and 
acceptid without remark the decision 
ot the house by which the votes from 
Georgia, Arkansas and Loutriana were 
rejected and the votes of Mississippi 
and Texas counted agairst objection. 
And anyone who will read the de- 
bate in the senate on February 6, 1865, 
on the adoption of the joint rule in re- 
gard to counting the electoral vote wiil 
see how me the idea that the 
vice-president 
of legislation by congress (as Judge 
Kent thoaght) att comm over the 
count, was repudiated by senators 
both parties. - 
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| vote has ever been counted, or assumed 
to be counted, against the objection of 
either house. Uniformly, the houses 
have agreed upon the same jo‘nt rule 
in respect to counting. The joint rule 
passed in 1865, so much spoken of, 
could of course add nothing to the con- 
stitutional "toonad of the two houses. In 
effect it only expressed what had been 
embraced in previous joint orders, or 
in the former action of the houses; was 
a mere method of regulating the order- 
ly proceedings of the bodies under ex- 
isting law, and was a practical con- 
struction by the houses of their consti- 
tutional power in thia respect. Neces- 
sarily, anv joint rule, that no vote, 
objected to by either house, should be 
counted, must result either from the 
recogn‘zed want of power in one house 
t» alone receive or count electorai votes 
against the other; or else it must result 
from the willingness of each house, 
althou: h possessing the right to count 
the electoral votes alone, to voluntarily 
abnegate that most important function 
aud to agree in ad vance to concur with- 
out hesitation in any objection the 
other house might raise —an alternative 
so utterly opposed to the rights and 
duty of a legislative body and of the 
= of its members as to be inadmissi- 

e. 

If, then, neither house has constitu- 

tional power to receive and count the 
electoral votes against the objection of 
the other, it can be of no importance to 
that question whether the joint rule be 
now repealed or not. 
So, too, the fact that, when objection 
has been raised to any vote from either 
house, the houses Lave »t once separa- 
ted to pass, each by and for itself, upon 
the objection, shows their opinion of 
the necessity of a concurrence of 
both bouses in receiving and counting 
electoral votes; and that, without such 
concurrence; neither house of itself, 
nor the joint convention, was compe- 
tent to receive and count the vote ob- 
jected to. If, as has been thought by 
some, the joint convention could act as 
a distinct body and decide upon the 
votes to be counted, then in February 
next the resuit will depend on the action 
of the democrats, as their majority in 
the present house much exceeds the 
republican majority in the senate. 


But how can a vote, to be received 
and counted by two, be counted unless 
they agree? ‘To be sure, we could al- 
ways take the lowest count. But, to 
that extent, they doagree; beyond that, 
and so far as they do not agree, there 
can be no count. 

And so it must result either that elec- 
toral votes cannot be received or c«. unt- 
ed without the assent of both houses 
of congress; or that the vice president 
can count a president in, arbitrarily, 
and in defiance of congress; or else that 


shall be received, which, in the case of 
a double vote, might necessitate the 
absurdity of counting both returns,and 
the vote of the state both ways. 


I submit that alternatives so absurd 
eiectoral vetes can be received and 


permission of both houses of ccngress. 
Undoubtedly the duty of receiving 
and counting the electoral vote is a high 
constitutional duty,which the members 
of congress must exercise upon their 
consciences and oaths of office; but of 
that duty they are the juiges, and for 
its discharge the constitution has not 
made them responsible to any power 
on earth. 


HOW A FRAUDULENT RETURNING BOARD 


MAY BE DEALT WITH. 


Assuming then that the returning 
board of Louisiana will reverse the 
popular verdict of the people of that 
state, will it be conclusive upon the 
houses of congress, or is there any fact 
beyond the face of the returns of which 
the houses can take notice? For in- 
stance,it is certainly known that Massa- 
cnusetts has chosen Haves electors. 
They will presently meet and 
vote for Hayes. Suppose t':at by sume 
fit of insanity or the perversion of 
memory the clerk who is to en the 
certificates should write “Tilden” in- 
stead of “Hayes,” and that this should 
be wpe amie go — the gs 
were si and until open con- 

ess, would the houses be concluded 
cy that mistake, or might they take no- 
tice of the historical fact, at least 
reject the votes for Tilden if they could 
not count them for Hayes? 

At any rate the nouses have done 
similar things. In 1857 they took notice 
that the meeting of the electors in Wis- 
consin. had been prevented by storm on 

lawand directed the 
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their votes; while the Hayes electors,

vote for Hayes. And ifthe houses of 
congress should act simply upon the 
republican precedent of 1872 both 
votes will be rejected. If the house of 
representatives should, forany cause, 
resolve to count the electoral vote of 
that state for Tilden, it would be for 
the senate to take the responsibility of 
rejecting or refusing to countit. If, on 
the other hand, the house alone should 
refuse to count the vote for Hayes,that 
responsibility wouid belong toit. If, 
as some people are pleased to 8 t, 
either house caninsist on a vote being 
counted, we mightthen have the vote 
of Louisiana counted both ways, which 
woulkl give the election to Mr. Tilden— 
192 to 185. For1t must be the necessa- 
ry and nonsensical result of holdin 
that either house can count the vote o 
astate, and the houses do not agree as 
to which isthe real vote of the state, 
its vote will be counted both waye. 


THROWING THE ELECTION INTO THE 
HOUSE. 


If, then, the vote of Louisiana shall 
not be counted, and Mr. Hayes should 
be allowed Florida and South Carolina, 
he will have 177 votes and Mr. Tilden 
will be elected or there will be no elec- 
tion of president. Andit will then be- 
come the immediate duty of the house 
of representatives, under the express 
direction of the constitution, to proceed 
to choose a president by the votes of 
states, each state having one vote, and 
if Mr. Hayes should then be chosen 
president he will be chosen absolutely 
in strictest compliance with all provis- 
ions and forms of law, and will be ab- 
solutely and lawfully president as any 
man ever was. So, too, if the house 
should choose Mr. Tilden. 

The constitation has provided for no 
person or body to notify the house that 
there has been noelection for president 
by the electors, nor, by deciding wheth- 
er to make or withhold such notifica- 
tion to judge of that fact, but has 
left the house sole judge of the hap- 
pening of the contingency calling for 
its action. Asone of the counters of 
the electoral vote the house must ne- 
cessarily know whether that vote has 
resulted in a choice, and, so knowing, 
does not require notification of the fact. 
Accordingly, had the constitution pro- 
vided for a notification to the house, it 
would have been to make its action in 
that respect depend on some other 
judgment of the happening of that con- 
gency than its own. But instead it 
leaves the house to act upon its own 
knowledge, independent of the action 


of any other body or person, and dir- 
ects the house in thst contingency, of 


which it necessanly has knowledge.

As to the details. they are to depend 
upon the oo in each case. For 
instance, in South Carolina, Chamber- 
lain, though the supreme court should 
attempt to interfere, will issue this cer- 
tifiiate of election to the :epublican 
electors, and thev will meet, 
their votes for Hayes and Wheeler, 
and transmit their certification of that 
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|} fact to the president of the senate. The 


Louisiana case is a little difficult, but 
the returning board there is equal to 
the emergency. It will perform its la- 
bors in the presence of the republican 
and democratic committees, Whatever 
they do will be certified to as legally 
performed by the republican commit- 
tee, and the electoral vote of that state 
will be given to —_e and Wheeler, 
and the fact certified to the president 
of the senate, 

At the appointed time the two houses 
of congress will meet in joint session, 
and the certificates will be opened by 
the president of the senate and 185 
votes counted for Hayes and 184 for 
Tilden. Ifthere is any objection made 
by a democratic seuator or representae 
tive, the president of the senate will de- 
cline to entertain it. If the objecting 
member persists he will be called to or- 
der, and if he does not obev he will be 
taken in hand by the sergeant-at-arms 
of the senate, In the event of disorder 
the offenders will be removed from the 
hall by the officers of the senate, but in 
the event of any disturbance which 
the officers of the senate cannot quell, 
then the military will interfere to pre- 
serve proper decorum. If the demo- 
cratic majority retire the republican 
minority will remain, and it will be 
held that the house of representatives 
was constitutionally ot. Mr. 
hayes will be decla elected, and 
upon the 4th of March he will be in- 
augurated.

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PROF. SUMNER AND LOUISIANA.

The Inter-Oceans that afflict the 
country are trying to breuk the force of 
the recent statement of Prof. A, F. 
Sumner, of Yale College. Prof. 8. is 
widely known, and his opinions are re- 
speeted wherever he is known. He did 
not leave the republican party until its 
acts became too vile for his political 
conscience. He can not be said to be 
a demoerat now, although he went to 
New Orleans as one of the “ visiting 
statesmen,” at the request of the party 
authorities. He can be said to be 
an honest man however; and the 
New York Tribune admits that his 
statement “is the report of a man who 
is trying undoubtedly to tell honestly 
what he saw.” 

Prof. Sumner says in substance that 
he had a detailed statement of the 
parish returns before him; and after al- 
lowing for all possible errors of detail, 
that the statement establishes to a 
moral certainty that Gov. Tilden car- 
ried the state by about 7,000 majority. 
He further says that he met no person— 
and he mixed as freely as possible with 
persons of all classes und both parties — 
who denied or doubted that this was 
the true result of the election. He 
found no sentiment in favor of a solid 
south, no ambitions to be satisfied in 
Washington. Hedid find negroes who 
were democrats, because the repubii- 
cans had not kept faith with them in 
educational and other matters. They 
had tired of empty promises and pro- 
posed to test democratic honesty. All 
this and much more Prof, Sumner teils 
the people of the north, in a long but 
impressive letter, addressed to Gov. 
Ingersoll of Connecticut. 

This letter, coming from a New Eng- 
land college professor and a life-long 
adherent of the rey ublican party, has 
nearly knocked the breath out of the ad- 
ministrationists. The Inter-Ocean hard- 
ly knows whether to denounce the an- 
thor “as an independent knave or com- 
passionate liim as an irrepressible luna- 
tic.”
